Mr. Justice Brewer’s sympathies al­ 
ways were with the West. 
He dealt 
largely with railroad corporations and 
with corporations generally, and he 
will be missed on the momentous 
questions concerning the Standard Oil ! 
and tobacco cases now under eonsid- i 
eration. 
In his earlier days Mr. Justice Brew- ! 
er camped regularly in the Rocky 
mountains and was fond of outdoor ( 
life. 
He was a member of the old ; 
Field family, being a nephew of the J 
late Associate Justice Stephen J. Field 
and Cyrus W. Field. 
Mr. Justice Brewer’s death raises a i 
serious question in the court regard- 1 
ing the Standard Oil and American To- ! 
bacco company suits, and it is not im- . 
probable that the eases will have to be 
retried, since there now remains but 
seven judges to pass upon them, Jus­ 
tice Moody not having participated in 
the trials by reason of continued ill­ 
ness. 
David Josiah Brewer was born in 
Smyrna, Asia Minor, June 2o, 1*37. the 1 
son of Rev. Josiah and Amelia Field 
Brewer. 
He was graduated from Yale 
university in 1856, and the Albany J 
Law school in 1858. 
He received the 
degree of LL. D. from the University 
of Iowa in 1884; Washburn college in 
1888; Yale in 1901; University of W is­ 
consin in 1900; Wesleyan university 
in 1901; University of Vermont in 
1904. 
Mr. Justice Brewer was appointed 


to the supreme court by President 
Benjamin Harrison to succeed Justice 
Stanley Matthews, taking his seat Jan. 
6, 1890.

AMENDS THE RAILROAD BILL 


Senator Burton Seeks to Prevent Un­ 
fair Competition

Through 
an amendment to the railroad bill just 
Introduced Senator Burton seeks to 
prevent railroad companies from re­ 
ducing rates for the purpose of crush­ 
ing water competition by prohibiting 
an increase afterwards.
